It is soareoly proroblo that lull 
information will be obtained respect- 
ing tho mineral resources ot tho in- 
terior oi the island on this pioneer 
trip. We must not bo discouraged 
from proseoutiug tho researches fur- 
ther anothor year if we are not, satis- 
fied with tho results of this. The 
very small amount of money which 
was placed at tho disposal of tho gen- 
tlemen moving in this matter, will 
preolude inuoh being accomplished, 
beyond reconnoitering for futuro expe- 
ditions. It is muoh to bo regretted 
that the Government havo not dono 
more to promoto a thorough oxplora- 
tion of the Island ; money spent in 
investigations in wuiuli ovorj indi- 
vidual tax-payer, every inhabitant ol 




be, undertaken. In speaking of this 
department of tho Government and its 
chiefs, for roally tho Land Office sooma 
to havo two chiefs, wo would call at- 
tention to tho idea that prevailed in 
tho offico a short liino ago of an increase

or sparingly. At prosont more is 
known of tho mainland thanot tho in- 
terior of the island, which is literally 
an unknown land. If, as is supposed 
by many, ooal and minerals oxJat to 
any extent in tho hitherto unexplored 
parts of the island, it is high timo 
they were utilised ; and it is meat de- 
sirable that we should know whether 
or not thero iB accessible land in the 
interior of tho island fit lor agricul- 
tural purposes. Somo information on 
this point wo shall no doubt obtain 
through those who havo started on 
this expedition if they oven succeed in 
reaohing the mountains in the contro 
of the island, from which observations 
of tho surrounding country can bo 
tatton; and what is very important, 
•we may rest assured that any iufor* 
mation which wo receive will bo re- 
liable. Fortunately, as the explora- 
tion is unofficial in its charaoter, wo 
may hope for information without 
long formal reports, and without tho 
surroundings of red-tapoism. Wo must 
admit that we have moro faith in this 
expedition than we should havo had 
if it had beon undertaken by the Land 
Offise. Nevertheless wo cannot seo 
why one of tho two gontlemon, who 
do tbo ornamental part of that des 
partment, could not bo spared from the 
offico to do a little work in the in- 
terior, either the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, or tho ex-Acting 
Survoyor-General of Vancouver Is- 
land, leaving hia title and dignity bo- 
hind him, might probably bo spared 
from tho office for a short timo with 
advantage. We much admire the 
theory of keeping up tho dignity of 
heads olllepartments"; 'pTaco "them "ouT 
of the reach of the public aud there 
is less dangen of jobbery. Wo would 
treat them in fact as Aristotle would 
have subjects treat Kings, iftbeyare 
«imply wantod as ornamontal hoads of 
dopartmontB, and are not expected to 
discharge any more arduous duties 
than riding daily to thoir offico to en- 
quire whether thoro is anything to bo 



dono, we would rather seo less of tho 
otium cumdignitate. Wo aro quito pro- 
pared to allow that tho head of such a 
department as that of tho Lands and 
Works, in a flourishing and in- 
creasing oolony, may havo quito 
enough to do without putting his hand 
to poncil and paper, nor is it essential 
that he should ba able to use a theodolite, tbo 
whole responsibility, it is true, of tbo 
survey of tho towns and country lands 
rests with him ; tho arrangoment of 
the whole systom of public buildings 
dopends upon him, and tho roads and 
bridgos must grow up undor his super- 
intendence, but if ho has sufficient pro* 
fesBional knowledge to be ablo to soe 
his well- digested ideas properly car- 
ried out, always premising that his 
ideas aro good, ho may bo a very ut 
man for hia position. But in suoh a 
Colony as ours, whoro tho peoplo aro 
highly taxed to pay for tho luxury of 
being badly governod, tho groae desid- 
eratum is to havo working mon in the 
different departments with a working 
Governor at tho head cf them all ; and 
until this end is acocmplishod wo can- 
not hopo for satisfactory progress as a 
Coiony. Unfortunately^ tho Land 
Office iB no oxcoption to tho rulo in 
this Colony; tho hoads of it aro not 
enorgotio onough to tako tho initiative 
in the exploration of the intorior or in 
offering praotioal suggostions for tho 
carrying cut of thcao public works

Ho was followed by 
a delegation from Nova Scotia, on the same 
side, "with whom he was to co-operate- 
About a month after Mr Howe took his de- 

Hon. Dr. T upper, leader of tbe Nova Sootia 
Confederates, to procted to England and place 
himself at tho disposal of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to Bupply any information that it 
might require as to tba constitutionality of 
the oourso pursued in making Nova Scotia a 
member of the Domioional compaot, and 
also generally to oppose the policy of tba 
Repealers. Mr Howe applied to tbe Colonial 
Secretary for repeal, but was met by a re- 
fusal — being told that Confederation was as 
much an Imperial measuro os it was Colo- 
nial, and that the Imperial Government trust- 
ed to the loyalty of Nova Scotia to make the 
best of it. Mr IIowo aud colleagues then 
secured tbe parliamentary services of Mr 
Bright in their cause. The latter gentleman 
in June moved that an address be pre 
sentod to Her Mujesty, praying that a 
Commission be appointed to proceed to 
Nova Scotia, to inqairo into tbe 
causes of the discontent in that Proviuca 
rejecting tho working of tbe 'British North 
America Act, 18G7.' Mr Adderly io a very 
able speech opposed Mr Bright's motion. No 
discussion of any moment was elicited, ex- 
cept between Mr Bright and Mr Adderly. 
On division the House of Commons rejected 
the motion by a majority of 94. There were 
C7 for the motion and 1C1 against it. Tbe 
Nova Scotia delegate?, except Mr Howe, 
then returned homo to confirm tbe telegraphic 
nows of tho discomfiture of their party. A
